It Is Feared That Gen. Dewet 
Will Yet Cause Much 
Trouble. 

By Associated Press. 

London, March 2.— The war in South 
Africa hns again reached a stage which 
riu- British newspapers cull the eve of 
the termination. Rumors of the sur- 
render of Gun. Botha and the collapse 
of all Boer insistence flourish to the 
groat benefit of South African stocks. 
That those- who nre most responsible 
for carrying on the war do not share 
this opinion, is perfectly evident from 
Mr. Brodrick's ollicial utterances nnd 
the conviction of his colleagues, includ- 
ing Lord Roberts. Their carefully pre- 
pared campaign, which has been quietly 
maturing during the past six months, is 
beginning to have its first results, nnd 
tino' are perfectly satisfied. The new 
concentration of their hopes referred to 
by the correspondents at the front, is 
only one of the many steps for -which 
Gen. Kitchener has so long been pre- 
paring. That it will lead to the com- 
plete disintegration of the more impor- 
tant Boer units and possibly to the per- 
sonal surrender of Generals Botha, nnd 
Dewet, the British war office earnestly 
hopes. 

Gen. Kitchener is almost as, reticent 
towards his chiefs In Pall Mall as to the 
general public. When he has taken 
Gen. Botha into his camp, the war of- 
fice expects to hear of it, but before, as 
nn official said to a reporter of the As- 
sociated Press, grimly, "armistices nre 
nor in Kitchener's line." 

The meeting of Gen. Kitchener nnd 
Sir Alfred Milner nt Pretoria, probably 
occurring Sunday, is generally taken as 
likely to result in the establishment of 
n more permanent form of civil govern- 
ment, in which the severity of martial 
law wlH be somewhat tempered in. sev- 
eral sections of the country, but .neither 
in London nor in South Africa are the 
British otllcinls shutting their eyes to 
the fact that they have a long. job. ahead 
of them, which can only be. lightened, 
and by no means solved, through the 
victories over the Boer units. The glory 
which the British press sometime ago 
showered on Gen. Dewet has departed 
from him. In despatches and editorials 
he is now belittled as a disappointed 
raider, deserted by his own men and 
venting his fruitless anger by sjambok- 
ing his reluctant handful of followers. 
Calmer observers, especially officers 
who have returned from the front, are 
inclined to fear the elusive Boer leader 
is merely under a temporary cloud, 
from which he may be expected at any 
moment to merge accompanied by a 
force which, though not formidable in 
numbers, would be particularly formid- 
able in execution. . The false announce- 
ment of Gen. . Botha's surrender on 
Thursday will bo a mutter of discussion 
in the House of Commons, especially 
the fact which accompanied the asser- 
tion, that it was pfflci.nl. . This .latest 
"fake" hns given rise to many editorials 
commenting upon, the deterioration and 
unreliability of sections of the British 
ew, comparing the latest example 
with the notorious Pekia massacre 
piots. 



HAS DROPPED POLITICS. 

Captain Lambton Been Appointed to 
Command the Royal Yacht. 

London, March 2.— The appointment of 
Capt. Hcdworth Lnmbton, the former 
commander of the British first-class 
cruiser Powerful, whose bluejackets ren- 
dered good service at the siege of Lady- 
smith, and who was defeated at the polls 
in his contest for the representation of 
Newcastle in 1900, to command the 
royal yacht, now definitely though un- 
officially announced, restores to favor a 
war hero who offended many high per- 
sonages by his vigorous anti-government 
speeches at the time of the last election. 
It may be inferred that Capt. Lnmbton 
has now decided to leave politics alone. 
Indeed, it was an open secret that he 
tired of the political field long before the 
polls recorded his sweeping defeat. 

MANITOBA'S RAILWAYS. 

Committee of the Board of Trade Con- 
fers With Government. 

Winnipeg, March 2.— The special com- 
mittee from the? hoard of trade was 
again in conference with the cabinet 
ministers to-day on the railway deal. 
The committee is busily engaged in con- 
sidering the information .submitted by 
the government as to the paying power 
of the Northern Pacific system. It is 
understood that tiiese figures are being 
carefully compared with other figures on 
the same subject at the disposal of the 
committee from other sources.

"That in the opinion of this house the 
declaration referred to in the Act of 
Settlement should be amended by the 
elimination therefrom of any of those 
expressions which are offensive to le- 
ligious beliefs of any subjects of the 
British crown." At first there wis no 
disposition to accept this suggestion, but 
late In the evening Mr. Costigan gave 
way and the change was made. lUven 
then the motion was not satisfactory to 
several members, and at 1:80 a division 
was challenged. Tho motion was car- 
ried by 125 to 10. The minority con- 
sisted "of IS Conservatives and 1 Lib- 
eral— Mr. Oliver. 

There seems no prospect of the Duke 
of Cornwall and York visiting the Paci- 
fic Coast.

One of Commissioners Who In- 
vestigated Seal Life in 
Behring Sea.

Ottawa, March 2. — (Special) — Tho 
country sustained a great loss by the 
death tp-night of Dr. G. M. Dawson, 
director of the geological survey. He 
was at his olilce as recently ns Thurs- 
day, when he caught cold, and death re- 
sulted from bronchitis. 

[George Mercer Dawson was the eld- 
est surviving sou of Sir J. W. Dawson, 
and was born in I'ictou, X. S., August 
1, 1849. He received his early education 
in Montreal, where he studiod in McUill 
University as a partial Btii li.nt In JSG0 
he entered the Royal School of Mines, 
London, taking its fud eourso of study, 
extending over three ye-us, and passed 
as an associate, beiag lirst in his class, 
and taking the El ward Forbes medal 
and prize in palaeon 1 - :.ugy and natural, 
history. He hal previously taken the 
Duke, of Cornwall's scholarship in his 
second year. K >-.i;ru in; to Canada, liu 
was engaged fo.- v. year In mining sur- 
veys in Nova Scotia, and in leotr.ring in 
Morrin College Qlieb'!2. In iS7a no 
was appointed geologist and botanist to 

H. M.'s Xortli American boundary com- 
mission, engaged in fixing tha boundary 
line from the Lake of the Woods to the 
Rocky mountains. In this capacity ho 
served for two years, and prepared an 
elaborate report, with plates nnj maps, 
on the geology and resources of the 
country in the vicinity of the -19th paral- 
lel. In connection with this work he also 
prepared a report on the lignite tertiary 
formation, a memoir on the superficial 
deposits of the great interior plains of 
America, and papers on the locust visit- 
ation, on the fresh-water sponges of 
Canada, and on the fluctuations of tho 
great American lakes. On the termina- 
tion of his labors on the boundary sur- 
vey, he was appointed, July, 1S75, to the 
staff of the geological survey of the Do- 
minion. He became assistant director 
in July, 1SS3, and director and deputy 
head of the department on January 1, 
1895. While attending the School of 
Mines, he devoted special attention to 
geology and palaeontology, under the 
tuition of Ramsay, Huxley and Ether- 
idge; and to chemistry and metallurgy 
in the laboratories of Frunklaud und 
Percy. His work ou the geological sur- 
vey has been chiefly In British Columbia 
and the Northwest Territories, nnd in 
the discharge of his official duty he has 
explored a large portion of the Western 
country, including a boat journey of 

I, 300 miles, with one portage of 50 
miles, from tho basin of the Liard river 
to that of the Yukon. One of the most 
important of his public services was in 
connection with the Behring Sea arbi- 
tration. As one of the British commis- 
sioners, he spent the summer of 1892 in 
the Behring Sea region, for the purpose 
of inquiring into the conditions and 
facts of seal life. The report of tho 
commissioners constituted the ense o'f 
Her Majesty's government on this 
branch of the subject, and was of great 
service. For his services on this occa- 
sion he received tho thanks of tho 
GovernorrGeneral-in-Council, and the C. 
M. G. from Her Majesty. In addition 
to his ofllcial reports, he was the author 
of a large number of notes and papers 
on geologicai, geographical and ethno- 
logical subjects ,of which a list is given 
in tho "Bibliography of tho Royul So- 
ciety of Canada." He received the de- 
gree of LL.D. from Queen's University, 
1890, and from McGill University, 1891. 
In the same year he was awarded tho 
Bigshy gold medal by the London Geo- 
graphical Society for his services to tho 
science of geology, and he was elected :i 
fellow of tho Royal Society. In 1893 ho 
was elected president of the Royal 
Society of Canada. In 1S94 he was 
elected a corresponding member of the 
Zoological 'Society of London; in 1S95 a 
fellow of the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science; in 1890 
ho was appointed by the council of tho 
British Association president of the geo- 
logical section for the Toronto meeting 
of the association; and in 1S97 he was 
awarded the yearly gold medal of tho 
Royal Geographical Society for his work 
as a whole. He was commissioner for 
Canada at the Paris Exhibition, 1900.J

Berlin, March 12.— The latest phase of 
the Chinese agitation, the projected 
commercial treaties, including the ex- 
traordinarily hostile tone of the Russian 
inspired press on the subject of the Bus- 
so- American tariff dispute and the Atl- 
gloGeruian relations, held public atten- 
tion thi.s week. A considerable portion 
of t!ie German prtcss strongly disap- 
proves of Germany's protesting against 
ih'.' Itussian annexation of Manchuria, 
claiming that Germany ha.- no interests 
(here, and that she is pledged to Utts- 
e:.i not to interfere with anything lies- 
si. i chooses to do there. The jingo and 
agrarian papers are particularly out- 
spoken in this respect. 

The Deutsche Tngostung to-day says 
I ii.lt Count von Billow, proceeding on 
th.o .subject, is illogical and stupid, 
amounting to hauling chestnuts out of 
the tin' for Great Britain. The mora 
Hobi r portion of the press deplore this 
new trouble, which creates diplomatic 
antagonisms likely to split the whole en- 
tente of the powers. 

The National Zeitung claims this new 
phase of the Chinese situation to be the 
most dangerous to the peace of file 
world that has yet come about since 
the beginning of the Chinese troubles. 

The Vorwerts today reviews Ger- 
many's Chinese policy since the Chino- 
Japnnese war, and declares it to be one 
unbroken chain of blunders. The paper 
adds: "If the triumphiate of Great 
Britain, Germany and Japan had stood 
together From the first, it would have 
been able to check Russia's lang-grah- 
biug insolence, but now it is too late, 
llussia lias what she wanted, and is 
sure of Chinese ratification. Protests 
from the other powers are now useless." 

Anglo-i iermau relations are slowly 
improving. A number of the more ser- 
ious newspapers confess the folly of re- 
pelling Great Britain's advances.

Railway and Agricultural Policies 
Expounded by \iessrs. Tur- 
ner and Eberts. 



Not only did those who •wore fortunate 
■in attending the annual dinner ••and. 
.-meeting of the Victoria .District -Karm- 
ers' Institute at Saanich on Kriday 
evening have the privilege of enjoying a 
• dunce with the young poijplo of the dis- 
■ trict, but advantage was tnkon of 
the presence of Home members of 
the cabinet and legislature to have 
a programme of speeches, which 
naturally had mainly to do with 
the industry in which most of those 
present were directly .engaged— 'that of 
agriculture. There were, however, some 
remarks which, while indirectly Affecting 
the farming community, were .of such 
import as to be of wide interest to all, 
being, as they were, rather more definite 
expressions of policy on the part of the 
government than hitherto made public. 
It was fitting that these remarks should 
come from a member of the cabinet to 
his constituents gathered irrespective of 
political belief. 

The president of the institute, Mr. 
Shopland, called the .meeting .to .oMsr f i 
and invited the visiting gentlemen, to- 



ilers, sis also fke other sentiments «T 
loyalty to the new sovereign, who so w'il 
merited the filling shown by his »«h- 
jeot*. H was worthy of remark that the 
change ol ruX?rs had been effect **ii — 
great change .:is it was— with so little dis- 
turbance to the gc •eminent of the 
country. If was a tribute to die great- 
r.oss and stt iiility of the Empire's institu- 
tions.

He was proud of being president of 
the institute, which had over one hun- 
dred members, lie would be glad to 
have others join iu and help along the 
movement. Of the work accomplished 
by the institute, he told how they had 
last year bought .direct, a large quan- 
tity of binding twine, effecting a con- 
siderable saving, and they could carry 
on many other such schemes for bene- 
fitting themselves. He spoke of the ob- 
jects of the institute, which were not 
political in any way, as some had mis- 
takenly thought. He asked that all 
should take up the matter of the new 
creamery and make it, as the institute 
was, the largest in the province.

word and betray her friend, too proud even 
tn let her friend know that lier lover Is mis- 
judging her, will Bay nothing, but leaves 
Edinburgh to return to her old home In the 
county of Perth, where live her mother and 
father and her many slaters. It Is ten 
years before Allison's lover comes for her. 
Rurns, on Ids deathbed, having found out 
the great mischief of which be hns been 
the author, tries at this late date to make 
repnrntlon. He confesses his duplicity to 
Heri'les, and the latter loses no time in 
finding his faithful little sweetheart, when 
all Is forgiven and forgotten, • and, so the 
story goes. The two are married and live 
happily ever after. 

"The Rhymer" is a cleverly written and 
very Interesting tale.

Northern a through route from tidewater 
on the St. Lawrence to the raclllc. 

Of the plans for the future In the west 
there seems to be little doubt. Prom 
I'rlnce Albert to Edmonton, through the 
valley of the Saskatchewan, there are few 
If any natural obstacles to he met, and the 
possibilities of the country for ranching 
and the growing of wheat and the coarser 
grains can hardly be overestimated. From 
Edmonton the way lies through the Yellow 
Head Pnss, which, It is said, was that 
originally chosen as the best gateway to 
the Pacific. On the Rrltlsh Columbia side 
of the Rockies Is the famous Cariboo coun- 
try, with its associations of Barkerville, 
the centre of the placer mining excitement, 
tlie Quesnelle and other places of the min- 
ing region. The natural line to the const 
would land a railway somewhere In the 
vicinity of Dixon's entrance, or, If the 
southerly route wore tnkon, on one of the 
arms of the sea opposite the more northern 
portions of Vancouver Island. This is the 
scheme which the promoters have In view, 
but Its realization Is a great way off. 

In the last there Is more uncertainty. 
Will the new route seek to absorb existing 
systems, giving It entrance to Montreal, 
Quebec or some Maritime port, or will It 
seek nn Independent route?

THE CORONATION OATH. 

Exception is being taken to the 
phraseology of the coronation oath, so 
far as it refers to Roman Catholics. 
Nowadays it is considered sulllcient in 
Canada, when a Roman Catholic is ap- 
pointed to otllce, to ask him to tako the 
ordinary oath of allegiance, but it wn« 
not always so. When the political dis- 
abilities of the members of this faith 
were removed, an oath of otllce was pre- 
scribed that would bo a curiosity to 
most people. We have no copy of it at 
hand, and not a very accurate recollec- 
tion of its phraseology, but we recall 
this out of several blood-curdling sen- 
tences: "And I do abjure and deny 
that damnable doctrine that Princes ex- 
communicated by the I'ope of Rome 
may be deposed or murdered by their 
subjects.'' Until less than thirty years 
ago every Roman Catholic who tool; 
ollice under the crown in some of the 
provinces had to swear to this, and we 
venture to say that in nine cases out of 
ten the ollicers never heard of such a 
doctrine until they were asked to swear 
that they did not believe it. There was 
also a most marvellous combination of 
words that were supposed to prevent the 
possibility of any mental reservation 
being practised. We recall the case of 
a worthy Irishman to wbem this oath 
was administered. After it had been 
read to him ho said: "I'm hanged if 1 
understand what it is all about, but if 
it means that I'll do my duty in office, 
Til swear it." 

We have not a copy of the Coronation 
Oath at hand, but as it was framed on 
the accession of William and Mary, 
when the kingdom had just recovered 
from the strife occasioned hy the views 
of James II on religious questions, one 
is safe is assuming that it deals with 
Roman Catholics without sparing their 
feelings in any way. The request that 
the objectionable expression should Lie 
removed from the Oarth is wholly reas- 
onable, and we note with pleasure the 
almost unanimous action of the House 
of Commons on the subject. 



THE MEDICAL ACT. 

A movement is on foot to bring about 
an amendment of the Medical Act so as 
to permit any physician of standing in 
any of the other provinces of Canada to 
practise in this proviuce, upon producing 
to an officer appointed by the govern- 
ment sufficient proof of his diploma and 
personal character. At present the law 
places in the hands of the physicians 
already practising in the province the 
power" to say, through the officers of 
their organization, who shall and who 
shall not practise here, for this is prac- 
tically what the right to examine appli- 
cants for a certificate in medical science 
amounts to. We should be sorry to inti- 
mate that the present law is used to the 
disadvantage of physicians intending to 
locate here, but it might. British Col- 
umbia is inviting the best men in all 
walks of life to cast in their lot with us, 
but we fancy few physicians of stand- 
ing elsewhere would care to submit 
themselves to examination at the hands 
of members of the profession here. In 
Rrince Edward Island there is what may 
be called reciprocity in this matter, and 
practising physicians in other provinces 
may practise there, provided the same 
privilege is extended in such provinces 
to Prince Edward Island physicians. 
The same is true of other provinces, we 
think, but have only beforo us the 
law of the province referred to. 
The great body of the public will think 
this a very reasonable proposition, and 
that if a man is fit to practise medicine 
in Toronto or Halifax, he ought to bo fit 
to do the same here without being sub- 
ject to professional examination by the 
physicians already here. 

The movement for the amendment of 
the law comes from the Federated 
Societies, and was precipitated by the 
refusal of the Medical Association to 
permit physicians attending society mem- 
bers under' contract. This refusal evoked 
much bitter criticism, and it is hnrd to 
justify. The work done by the societies 
has been great in proportions and im- 
measurable in good. It is only necea-

GREAT BRITAIN'S 

GREATEST SOVEREIGNS. 

It is a remarkable fact, and 
worthy of note, that itlie two greatest 
sovereigns that England has ever 
known have been women, Victoria and 
Elizabeth. Probably if we were to loot 
through all tlie nges we could not find 
a greater contrast to the gentle Queen, 
whom we have just laid to rest, than the 
proud, clever, haughty fearless Eliza 
both. Both these women were etronj 
in their individuality. There is in 
question which of them was the mor» 
beloved, but it in a question which was 
the greater sovereign, a question which 
cannot readily lie answered. England 
saw grand days under Elizabeth; her 
kingdom was enlarged twenty-fold. It 
had to wait another queen e'er it would 
grow in such vast proportions again. 

Elizabeth came to the throne 
ivltcu England was anything 
nut prosperous. The crown was 
encumbered with debts, the 
nobles were ambitious, the people were 
poor and distracted by the claims of 
hostile religions. Writers tell us over 
and over again that Elizabeth deserves 
no praise for having left England so 
much better than she found it ; that it 
was her ministers, her counsellors, her 
soldiers who made the country's great- 
ness possible. Certainly, seldom before 
or since have there been wiser or more 
brilliant men than Shakespeare, Baeon, 
Sptmeer, Sir Phillip Sydney, Sir Walter 
Raleigh, Walsingham, Drake, Fro- 
biuher, and the other heroic innr- 
inerB of England, and lastly, 
Lord Cecil Burghley, the adviser 
of the queen for forty years. These 
names Ave cannot road without u thrill 
almost of reverence; yet \ras it not tho 
queen who gave them their opportunity? 
Was it not her keenness that found out 
for her in whom lay the greatest wis- 
dom? Men cannot do mighty things 
under a weak leader. Elizabeth show- 
ed her strength in their strength, her 
valor in their valor, her greatness in 
their greatness, . 

While all over Europe the Church was 
spiting her mighty self against the pro- 
gress of science, in England there was 
freedom of thought for all. The little 
green island out in the seas was a ha- 
ven of refugo for tlie men, who, perse- 
cuted far more unjustly than tho Chris- 
tian martyr* of earlier times, were be-

ginning to set right a world, that was 
all going wrong, and whose people were 
living in ignorant and blind superstition. 
Elizabeth, as the head of all ecclesiasti- 
cal authority in the realm, made this 
possible. At a time when the Roman 
Church was bringing all her mighty in- 
fluence to bear against the inroads of 
Protestantism, when the I'ope had de- 
posed England's queen and absolved 
her subjects from allegiance; when in 
obedience to hits call, Spain fitted out 
tlie great Armada to enforce hta de- 
mands upon Croat Britain; when the 
Jesuits were doing their effective work 
in the very heart of England, and the 
whole Catholic North was in rebellion, 
Elizabeth stood firm for the religion of 
her country, a religion that was to he 
the means of making truth attainable, 
both then and now. Her steadfastness 
in this, if in no other tiling, would have 
made her an exceptional sovereign. 
\A bile all tho world was being ravaged 
by the horrors of religious wars, Eng- 
land alone stood bravely, staunchly loy- 
al to her own principles, an itsland king- 
dom of peace. 

The Elizabethan period was n time of 
mighty deeds. No one can claim for the 
sovereign a womanly, pure character, 
or always a trustworthy one. She was 
strong and brave, though unscrupulous 
in many things. But it was her 
strength that inspired daring in her sol 
uiers, her fearlessness that fired their 
courage. Dauntlessly her mariners 
launched their frail barks to sail ngainst 
"the invincible Armada." They won 
their battles in tho name of their queen. 
They wrested from Spain the title of 
Mistress of tlie Seas, a title that our 
Empire has held undisputed for^four 
hundred years. 

Politics underwent vast changes in 
this reign. Tlie Queen's statesmen made 
greater freedom possible, enlarged the 
riphts of individuals and lightened tax- 
ation. They made laws which took 
from tho nobles their undisputed author- 
ity. The vnrioun industries of the na- 
tion were developed. In short, there 
was established a civilization such as 
never existed before in any country, a 
civilization which was to spread 
■throughout the world in new institu- 
tions, inventions, laws, languages and 
literature, and give rein to the power- 
ful intelligence of man. 

Anil, lastly, it was in Elizabeth's time 
that the seeds of colonization were 
planted by Drake, Raleigh and Gil- 
bert, seeds which were to sprout and 
bud and blossom, and in time to form 
mighty arms of the mighty tree of the 
Mother Xation. 

To her who made such greatness pos- 
sible belongs the glory. Her faults were 
many; she erred much in little things; 
but in the larger issues, in the ruling 
or her people and the bettering o£ her 
country, she was royal, every inch of 
her, with a majesty that has found but 
one equal. 

So recently has our gentle Queen gone 
from us, that it is almost like speaking 
in tlie presence of the deatl 
to write her name now. Victoria the 
lli-oil— we have no picture of her but 
shows her so; the quaint little girl, the 
quiet, thoughtful maiden, the faithful, 
loving wife, the tender mother, and al 
ways the kind, sweet Queen. Ear from 
her home in a 'little reriote con er of 0110 
of her colonies, the children were at 
.school, when! the master, entering, told 
them they were dismissed for three days 
from their tasks, because tho Queen 
was dead. Little maids and little lads 
they were. They had never had 
glimpse of royalty in nil their lives, and 
knew the sovereign lady only by nam 
yet it was very slowly and quietly that 
the long lines filed out of the school 
houses. The children went to their 
homes, all merriment hushed, and faces 
gravely wistful. Four thousand miles 
away lay tho body of the Queen they 
had loved from earliest infancy. AVe 
levere wisdom, we are fascinated by 
daring bravery, but love is stronger and 
farther reaching than ail else. It rules 
us with a force invisible, invincible, and 
i t wa s this power that gave our Queen 
her glorious majesty. 

But apart from these things that went 
to make up the perfect woman, Victoria 
wan a wise and far-seeing sovereign. 
iShe.held the reins of power in stendy 
hands. Justice sat always beside her. 
Of unacrn^rjlQasneea, aj underhandod-

cruel tiling. She taught the British sol- 
dier that he could fight, and yet act as 
became a man of honor. For counsellors 
she chose always the wisest and best of 
men. It is n notable fact that Cecil, 
Lord Burghley, Elizabeth's minister, 
was an ancestor of the present Lord 
Salisbury. 

The friend of artists and men of 
science, tlie Queen encouraged all 
branches of learning. Tlie world has 
taken immeasurably gigantic strides in 
the last sixty years. British influence 
hns spread, carrying Christianity with 
it wherever it has gone. It has sent its 
searchlight of science over undiscover- 
ed lands, showing us the wonders of our 
own world, and pointing a pathway to 
the stars and the countless worlds about 
us, broadening our knowledge, opening 
vistas of thought hitherto beyond com- 
prehension. Elizabeth paved the way 
for the advancement of intellectual abil- 
ity: under Victoria, science has been 
perfectly free and untrammelled. With 
the progress of learning, man himself 
grows in superiority; his ideals are 
higher; he realizes the infinite grandeurs 
of the universe of which he is a mem- 
ber. He is constantly studying, delv- 
ing, striving to attain the perfection of 
knowledge, and to be worthy of hia 
place in nature. 

Never has Great Britain known such 
r. long period of unbroken prosperity as 
the sixty years under our late Queen's 
rule. The country has grown richer a 
hundred-fold, its colonies are enlarged 
and strengthened, have become nations 
in themselves; but greater than riches 
or power or breadth of land has been 
the progress of intellectual thought for 
the betterment of mankind. Had our 
Queen been different, the whole world 
might have gone backward instead of 
forward. Had she been grasping and 
over-ambitious, her dominions would 
have been plunged in war without ceas- 
ing. " "Where, then, any scope for science 
or Christianity? Had she been vacil- 
lating and weak, India had not been 
ours, or our colonies the bulwarks that 
they are; our laws would not have been 
upheld; our institutions would have 
been overthrown. Had she been less 
virtuous and womanly, her court would 
have been modelled nfter the fashion 
of earlier monarchs; her advisers men 
whose passions overpowered thoir intel- 
lects, and the influence of such a queen 
and such a court would have been far- 
reaching and deadly. 

Victoria was none of these things. Es- 
sentially womanly, she was a queen be- 
fore all else; proud, with the gentlest 
pride; thoughtful of others always; wise, 
with a wisdom that appears never to 
have erred. 

There have been long lines of English 
kings, and but live English queens. It 
is very remarkable that out of the five, 
two of thorn ruled in tho grandest ages 
of Britain's history, .

A REGULAR FERRY. 

Arrangement Made for Ferry Service 
Between Victoria and Vancouver 
by a P. 11. and E. & N. 

'To morrow the regular ferry line be- 
tween Vancouver and Victoria via 
Lndysiulth will be put in operation bv 
tile C. 1'. R and K. & X. railway. Geo. 
L. Courtnay, trallic manager of the lat- 
ter road, returned from Vancouver last 
night, after completing the details of 
the ferry arrangements with I<\ \V. 
i'eters, assistant general freight agent 
of the C. l.\ It. He said that the barge 
Transfer No. 1, which has been ferry- 
ing cars of coal acres.-, the Gulf for the 
I'Uiou Colliery Company, had been talc-, 
en over from that company, witli the 
tug Pilot, which has been towing the 
barge between Vancouver and Union, 
and she will commence her service on 
the freight ferry route to-morrow morn- 
ing, leaving Vancouver at S o'clock each 
day, and arriving at uoon at Ladysinith. 
where tlie cars brought over by the 
barge will be lauded and despatched to 
Victoria tlie same afternoon over tho 
E. A -\. road. The iirmugemeiit is the 
outcome of the agreement iu this con- 
nection made between the C. I', it. am! 
E. A: X. Railway Companies last fall, 
and was to have been in operation, ac- 
cording to the arrangements then made, 
by March 1. Already many unbroken 
cars of freight have been brought into 
the E. <fc X. station on Store street, 
which were brought across the Gulf by 
the big barge, but now that the ar- 
rangement for a regular service has 
been made there will bo much more 
freight received mid taken away by this 
route. The Charmer will carry no 
more freight, all coming by tins ferry 
iu unbroken carloads, thus saving time 
and handling iu transportation. The 
Terry arrangement will without doubt 
be most welcome to Victoria merchants.

In an Interview with n Colonist repre- 
sentative yesterday, Mr. Herbert Cuthbert 
compared the cities of Victoria and Seat- 
tle. He said: 

"The city of Seattle to-day seems to be 
the most prosperous and liveliest city on 
the Pacific Coast. A visitor cannot help 
noticing the extraordinary energy and push 
of Its business men. Every hotel Is full 
and invariably a passenger from Victoria 
upon the arrival of the boat has to wait 
for someone to vacate his room before he 
can secure one. The way rents have In- 
creased Is almost Incredulous. I know of 
my own knowledge that it Is impossible 
to obtain any store of the same size ns a 
store on Government street for less than 
or $350 per month, while on Pike 
street, 15 blocks from tlie principal hotels 
and wholesale houses, they command rent 
of from $150 to $175. In conversation 
with a manager of a large business, occu- 
pying four rooms on the f mirth story of 
one of the largest busbies:: buildings, he 
said he paid $125 a month for these prem- 
ises and If he moved out they would be 
deluged with applicants for them. Another 
gentleman said lie was giving up his room 
because they had raised him from $10 to 
$25 in one year and will now raise him to 
$30. 

"Residential property Is In the same con- 
dition. Old eight roomed houses that four 
years ago were renting for $15 per month 
arc now snapped up when vacant for $40 
and $50. And the tenants make money by 
renting their rooms. New houses just built 
about 25 blocks from the centre of the 
city anil with only four rooms, are rented 
easily at $20 per month. In fact, It Is 
with the utmost difficulty that houses can 
be found for the constantly In creasing 
population, not withstanding that new 
houses and Hats are being built all over 
Seattle. 

The cause Is that the business men and 
property holders have got together and 
said "We will make Seattle a city." and 
they are doing It. They realized that 
there was room on the northern portion of 
the United States for nnother Kan Fran- 
cisco, especially considering the Immense 
possibilities of the Oriental trade and also 
of the Alaska trade, and they simply pull- 
ed ns one man for Seattle. Nothing will 
Illustrate this better than tho "round 
robin" signed by tho business men to raise 
$100,000 to enable Moran Bros, to compete 
for certain business. 

"If a proposition of this nature bad been 
made to Victorians they would probably 
have said: 'Oh. that Is to benefit the Al- 
bion Iron Works. It Is none of our busi- 
ness.' The Seattle business men, how- 
ever, know that every extra dollar spent 
In wages moans more houses rented, more 
beef and groceries sold. It is not that our 
people an- behind the Seattle people In 
energy, but they don't see things the same 
way. The Seattle people have pushed their 
city ahead In spite of the greatest diffi- 
culties. No one, for n moment, can claim 
that Seattle Is a residential city. Their 
own people don't claim that, but there Is 
money to be made there, and they are 
there to make It. 

The cost of living Is much blcber than 
in Victoria. I think our people here do 
not realize that Victoria Is the chenpest 
place to live In by a long way on the Pa- 
cific Const; but we should realize It and 
make It known elsewhere. Our rents are 
lower, our meat Is lower, our groceries are 
lower and our clothing Is lower than either 
Vancouver, Seattle. Tacoma or Portland. 
Where In either city, or any other city on 
earth can you get a six or seven course 
dinner such as you can In Victoria for 25 
cents. In fact, I believe thnt apart from 
our beautiful scenery there Is every advan- 
tage In Victoria's favor as a residential city 
and I believe that If certain matters were 
attended to we could double our popula- 
tion In a very few yeasr. 

If we had a double dally service from the 
Sound by which you could travel each way 
at night for say a reasonable rate of $1 per 
head, and $1.00 for a berth, or $1.50 n 
stateroom, many of the Seattle business 
men who are not yet permanently settled 
In homes would allow their families to live 
hero In preference to Seattle and I do not 
think that two or throe boats would be 
sufficient to handle the hns'ness. A low 
freight rate would also help us to do more 
business with Seattle. Our wholesale mer- 
chants here are not one whit less enterpris- 
ing or less capable than those of Seattle 
and once let us get into closer touch with 
the Sound and the Mainland, they will do 
more than hold their own. 

"As nil Instance of how all the cities of 
tho Sound and Victoria are brought Into 
closer touch by transportation facilities, 
over 35 people came over from Port An- 
geles to attend the theatre performance the 
other night. This was a benefit to Vic- 
toria. 

Victoria would attract ns a place of resi- 
dence If the citizens would lay themselves 
out to attract visitors anil home seekers 
by providing other attractions than those 
It has naturally. In order to get the bene- 
fit of r. larger Influx of popula- 
tion started. Victoria docs more 
commercial business than any other 
city on the Coast for Its size. All we are 
short of Is the population. Once get that 
and houses that nre now rented for $15 
per month would rent for $25. 

Much has already been accomplished dur- 
ing the past year In securing prospects of 
better communication with Vancouver nnr 
the Lower Frnser and with tho Sound, but 
a great deal can be done by providing 
amusements nnd entertaniment for resi- 
dents and visitors In some wny altogether 
new at present In this part of the country. 
In Seattle, the people complain that they 
have scarcely- any amusements other than 
tho theatres and social events, and they 
Htated freely how they envied us our 
drives, ilea benches, etc. at- the sums time 
twitting us with being behind tho times 
hi not hnvlng dally musical performances 
nt our recreation grounds and, parks. This 
is one of the means that would serve to 
bring a large floating population nnd other 
wise, at. very little expense. Put as this 
Is an old hobby of mine, I will say very 
little about It. 

"While In Seattle I received an agency 
for one of the most nnlque companies "Sn 
existence and yet one that is likely to In- 
fluence a very large Influx of capital Into 
British Columbia for the development of 
its resources. It Is a company that only ' 
the enterprise, perhaps, of the American 
people would foresee. It makes It possible 
to secure money to develop large under- 
takings when It mlgb* otherwise bo im- 
possible to get It. It Is in the nature of 
an underwriting company, whereby they 
guarantee to repay any Investor subscrib- 
ing for stock in any company formed to 
develop the natural resources of a country 
nfter a period of yenrs the entire amount 
of the aum he Invests, bo that It is abso-

During her voyage she spoke the bark 
Willscott, which sailed from Port Ar- 
thur the same day that the Alice A. 
Leigh sailed from Shanghai, bound for 
San Francisco in ballast. The. Prince 
Albert is 3!i days from Honolulu, bav- 
in;.' left the islands on January 28, Sho 
had an uneventful passage. 

When the Alice A. Leigh was last ill 
the Royal Roads she had an eventful 
time, being kept in quarantine for two 
or .tlu'oo Weeks, 9>yi3Jg U> n>.] outbreak of 
nmnllpox on board, ahd while she wa* 
held in quarantine n fire occurred ub 
the' vessel, which started while the ves- 
sel wrte being fumigated. The lire was, 
however, not a large one, and the dam- 
age done was not great.

Extradition Proceedings Being Taken 
Against Eli Frank by Lenz & 
Leiser at. Portland. 

At attempt is being made to have Eli 
Frank extradited Irian Portland for 
trial in this city. Frank, as will be re 
inc.nbercd by Colonist readers, was ac 
cuscd lust fall of having appropriated 
the sum of $D,9i>5.5U belonging to Lon? 
& Leiser, of this city, tile amount re- 
ceived for goods entrusted to him by 
that linn for sale in the Northwest. The 
goods were sold by Frank, and he fail- 
ed to make any- settlement with Lenz 
& Leiser. He hns now been arrested 
at Portland at the instance of the Vic- 
toria linn, having been taken in charge 
last week by United States Deputy 
Marshals Roberts nnd Morse, charged 
with the misappropriation of the sum 
of $0,905.50, belonging to Lenz & Leis- 
er. The local linn have retained Mr. 
Jori-ph Martin, M. P. P., to take pro- 
ceedings against Frank, nnd A. G. 
Spence and M. Lenz went to Portland 
to watch the case. They are expected 
back, being looked for on the steamer 
Sehome, which was delayed by the wind 
yesterday, and did not arrive until this 
morning. The outcome of the extradi- 
tion proceedings will be watched with 
interest here, for when here a techni- 
cality prevented the arrest of Frank, 
and he left the city before proceedings 
were taken. On bis arrival here from 
the north, via Seattle, he went at once 
to the office of Messrs. Bodwell & Duff, 
nnd the local police were watching him 
there, but owing to u technicality, no 
steps were taken to arrest him, and af- 
ter n short tstay. here he left for Port- 
land, whore he has since been living. 
The Portland attorneys retained by 
Frank to light extradition applied for 
his release on bail when arrested, but 
the application was refused. No state- 
ment has been made by him, other than 
that he says he will show that he is not 
guilty of any of the charges made in 
the complaint ngalnet him. Tho infor- 
mation given in the warrant on which 
the Portland officers arrested him states 
that Lenz & Leiser sent him ami A. G. 
Kl i nee, to Dawson City an tho r.-jnnt: 
of the firm, and scut a qu-l'ititv Of d \v 
grods to them under the lirm name of 
Spence & Co.. an agreement being made 
between the firm and the two Dawson 
agents that Spence was to receive a sal 
nry and one-third of the profits, and 
Frank wns to receive oae-lmlf >f tic 
profits, a stipulation being made that 
the proceeds of the sale shouid be re- 
turned to Uenz & Leiser. Goods to I lie 
value of $9,005.50 were sold, and this 
amount was given to Frank to bring 
on' to Lenz & Leiser. He arrived in 
August last, but made no settlement. 
As" stated, no proceedings were *ak»ll 
against him here, nnd after a short 
Stcy, he went to Portland, where the ac- 
tior is now being taken to secure his 
extradition.

"It Is one of God's nets of benevolence 
thnt, enfeebled by age nnd fatigues, we do 
not Biieenmli amidst Hie difficulties which 
still come to place obstnclcs before the 
free e?;erelse of action by the church. Im- 
pudence, calumny and other Iniquitous 
means are exercised freely against the 
church which alms only nt tho good of Inl- 
ine nit y." 

After explaining the situation of the civi- 
lization, he eulogized those who hnd ac- 
quired Importance In the propagation of 
Christian civilization. 

"By such Importance, Catholic Prance," 
snid the Pope. "Is more than ever Justly 
proud. However, she Is actually monneer 
on this account by grave dangers. This 
Indeed might be a misfortune nnd n cnl- 
nmlty to the Interests of religion and coun- 
try In n tempest which threatens to dis- 
perse such serious efforts." 

Alluding to his last encyclical he said he 
judged It opportune to declare that the 
best means of being useful to mankind Is 
to watch over thnt which Is Inestimable 
to Clod, which Is harmony In nil classes. 

New York, Mnrch 2.— The Pope will cele- 
brate his ninety-first birthday to-day, snys.

Effort Relng Mnde to Keep Pellew-Hnrvey 
Out of Assay Office. 

Vancouver, March 2— One of the chief 
topics of conversation to-day Is tho pro- 
position of the Canadian government to es- 
tablish nssny offices nt Vancouver nnd 
Dawson. Yesterday the Citizens' Associa- 
tion met and sent n strong memorial to 
the government praying thnt nn assay of- 
fice be not established at Dawson, as It 
would drive tho Yukon trade nway from 
the Const cities.'. They suggested that the 
royalty rebate be 1 ' made payable at the Van- 
couver nssny office, which would compel 
all returning miners to come to Rrltlsh 
Columbia. 

The Liberal Association nlso met yester- 
dny nnd decided that the billet, of govern- 
ment nssnyer should go to a Liberal, and 
Mr. O'Sulllvnn was named as the choice 
of tho Liberal Association. Telegrams 
were despatched to Premier Lnurlcr nnd 
Messrs. Fielding and Maxwell, recommend; 
lug O'Sulllvnn for the position, 
while It is claimed that no less 
than ao letters were addresser to the 
Dominion government members by Llber-

Speaking of what he 
learned from tho managers of the 
companies such as the Snoqnalmte Tower 
Co., which furnishes electric energy to 
many Seattle Industries, he says that they 
alive none of them been hound down by the 
disabling conditions Vancouver se^ks to im- 
pose on his company. On the contrary, 
the experience of eompaulse doing busi- 
ness la the United States cities was that 
they were received most cordially and 
given every facility In the Initial steps of 
establishing their projects. Mr. Ferguson 
hopes to make some fnvorable arrange- 
met yet with Vancouver nnd thnt before 
long, as his company Is anxious to begin 
construction of the big plnnt proposed to 
he built.

HORTICULTURE. 



FLOWEHING AND ORNAMENTAL 
PLANTS. 

The effectiveness of hardy perennial or 
annual flowering plants hi the garden de- 
pends, ns with woody plants, very much up- 
on their position nnd arrangement. In the 
natural style of garden making, the? front 
portions of tree and shrubbery borders, as 
well ns bare spaces In the midst of these, 
are Bidtabte places for plants or (lowers of 
any kind. Some lines of bright annuals, 
or low, hardy variegated grass, or nny 
other low- growing plants that nre suit- 
able for edging, may be placed next the 
grass, while lu the bays of the shrubbery 
line, and also further back, showy hardy 
plants and bulbs, as well as tender, perpet- 
ual blooming flowcrtr, may be set. There 
are many little hardy flowers that thrive 
directly under the shade of shrubs, and sonie- 
of these may be Introduced to become na- 
turalized In such places. Combinations of 
different classes of ornamental points may 
be so managed In borders, as to render 
them very attractive In flowers and follngo 
from early spring until freezing weather- 
In late fall. Different borders and beds on- 
the same ground may, In fact, should be,, 
planned to differ In nrnngement and style 
of expression. Even If the free dowering, 
tender plants, that must be newly bedded', 
each year, nre omitted from those collec- 
tions, a selection of hardy plants alone can 
be employed, which would, with flowering 
shrubs, never allow the beds to ho with- 
out flowers or attractiveness during the sea- 
son. In the use of seed-grown plants In 
such places, or Indeed any place, if the 
massing plan were more generally observed 
In setting them, these flowers would have 
a better reputation In flue gardens. Candy- 
tuft. Clarkla, Erysimum, and many other 
kinds, If sown in round, triangular, or oth- 
er shrined drills, the ends of which meet, 
and about eighteen Inches or upwards 
across . so as to form a clump of foliage 
nnd flowers when grown, prove, as a rule, 
much finer than the same plants scattered 
In driblets too small to muke an Impres- 
sion. The more common use of the many 
attractive hardy flowers is recommended In 
every kind of ornamental gardening. Ad- 
mitting that there is something of a lack 
In the constancy of bloom afforded as com- 
pared with the tender bedding plants. It 
should be remembered that they are Incx 
pensive at the start, and once planted nr«f 
almost ns permanent as trees, growing and 
Increasing indefinitely. Some of this class 
nre very fine If arranged In clumps, cither 
alone, or several kinds together on lawns, 
Plantation Lilies, Yncens, Pampas and 
other grasses. Peonies nnd some others pos- 
sessing attractive flowers and follnge are 
effective when so planted. The more form- 
al style of arranging flowers nnd plants— 
sometimes called carpet bedding— in which 
mostly tendet hinds, requiring to be plant- 
ed anew every spring and which produce 
richly colored flowers or foliage, nre used, 
Is a very effective means of 'embellishing- 
pleasure grounds. Bright flowers and 
showy foliage, If brought together in taste- 
ful designs, with regard for harmony nnd 
contrasts, are capable of producing most 
attractive results. Thnt disagreeable ef- 
fects do arise In this, as In other uses of 
flowers, Is very true, but tho chief cause 
for this, It should be understood, comes 
from disregarding the true relation of 
flowers and plants in such arrangements 
of garden scenery generally. The sphere 
of such a style of ornamentation Is in the 
line of wlint may be termed minor embel- 
lishments, bonce, It follows, that the use 
of striking, nnd fanciful compositions like 
these, must be limited accordingly. If na- 
ture shows many fanciful forms nnd varied 
colors in her attractive flowers, she also 
teaches by example, that these In. order to 
be most beautiful, need an appropriate 
setting, hence wo find flowers usually borne 
above, or brought In close conjunction with 
masses of foliage, which give the necessary 
relief. Let bright flowers nnd plnnts be 
used In planting the garden, being guided 
by the snme principle upon which In nature 
growing flowers or plants are surrounded 
and supported by a profusion of follnge. 
Thus employed, whether tho ground to bo 
embellished Is a square rod or many acres, 
there will be little room for complaint of 
tho formnl style of arrangement, provided 
tho designs after which > the flowers nre 
planted are In themselves good and taste- 
ful. In choosing plnnts for carpet hods, 
those of contrasting coiorj should he 
brought together. Where a height of nine 
Inches nnd upwards of a solid mass of col- 
or Is desired, the Coleus, Achyranthes, 
Geranium, Ccntaurea, A T arlcgated Stevln, 
Gnnphallum nnd Abutllon Thompson! are 
amongst the most desirable; where plants 
of a lower growth, Bay from four to eight 
Inches, are wanted Alternanthorns, Golden 
Feather, Pyrethrums, Variegated Thyme, 
Alyssuin lu varieties; Llhelln, Dwarf 
Ageratum, Cigar Plant, (C'uphea), and for 
forming a low carpet, Othonna Scdlfolln, 
Mesembryanthemuiu, In two varieties; 
Echeverhi, sccunda . ghiuca, Pllon ScrpylH- 
folla,. Moneywort, Lcucophyton, nnd the 
prostrate Sedums, all of low trailing habit, 
are the most valuable. For the centres of 
beds, or to place at points in designs, the- 
Agaves, Yuccas, Caladlums, Cunnas, llio"- 
nus, nnd Striped Mnlze nre desirable.

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Tin? Capitol is a hive of awful activity. 
Kxternaliy raid, calm ami massive, wim- 
iu it seethes with Uot jealousies, circuit- 
ous parliaiiiontarinnisui and petty ambi- 
tious. The Capitol, high, noble, eoiu- 
uauicling, built ot tue wnitost and most 
lasting of marble, rising tier upon tier of 
imrity from its broad base of secure foun- 
dation to culminate in the inspiring im- 
age of Freedom, symbolizes wtiut tho 
Haulers of the constitution Had in mind 
when they designed tue legislatures of 
tUe United .Stales. 

Its noble halls ami corridors, overrun 
by messengers, stenographers, typewr.l 
its, seei'i tunes, plaeu hunters, lobbyists, 
and rural excursion parties, demonstrate 
how far in practice tue country has fall- 
en short ot its grand original conception. 

And herein lies the explanation of a 
great matter. Americans have uot yet 
realized that it needs more than a cen- 
tury of feverish development, a century 
torn by a lite and death struggle of con- 
llieting policies, to consolidate theories of 
government into a dignitied anil punctili- 
ous assembly. These things take time. 
In the United States plausible as its 
claims to liberty, to tolerance, to civiliza- 
tion, and to reiineinent appear on tue 
.surface of things in very truth it has not 
yet attained one of these. 

The liberty of the individual has be- 
come the dictatorship of the party boss; 
the freedom of parliament and tut. pro 
bity of open discussion have become tne 
mysterious tyranny and jobbery of tne 
eommitteo room; the will of tne poula 
lias become the whim of the Senate. 

To a stranger the spectacular nature 
of the debates on the hoor of the Senate 
and of the House of Itepresentutivos is a 
remarkable and siguincaut Met. At 
home we are accustomed to question* 
being threshed out on the tloor of the 
House, to measures undergoing amend- 
ment in the course of discussion, to the 
administration depending for its continu- 
ed existence on every vote of the House, 
to mouthers voting for one clause or 
against another in honest accord with 
their opinion. Hero all that is settled m 
committee, and the debate opens in the 
liouso with the voting strength of each 
party accurately estimated and the l'e- 
.sult a foregone conclusion. 

The speeches are so much or.itori-ial 
dust to throw in the eyes of constituents 
■or the country, ami should the adminis- 
tration be defeated on a division, no 
change is made m the position of tlie 
parties. It is all in great part a spec- 
tacle, a carefully rehearsed play, in 
which the actors make set speeches cmi 
the curtain is rung down at a pre-arrang 
cd denoumcnt. 

To the British mind, stooped in the 
extemporaneous traditions of House of 
Commons debate, this is remarkable, be- 
wildering. I sat in the Senate the other 
.day while a statesman with a world- wi le 
reputation for oratory made a speech o" 
■which I had the printed copy in my 
pocket. Had he made a mistake in his 
recitation I could have prompted hun. 
Had he been prevented attending the 
session and had I been eligible, I could 
have delivered his speech word for word 
as he delivered it. It is little wonder 
that we who have been accustomed to 
Mr. Balfour's visiting card, to Air. 
Chamberlain's half sheet of noto paper, 
to Lord Salisbury's back of an envelope, 
as the sole visible signs of notes, shorld 
htare. aghast at this cold-blooded prepar- 
ation for an impromptu utterance. 

It is not thought good form in Kng- 
Innd to come down to a dinner prepared 
with a speech, any more than it is 
thought justifiable in Scotland for a 
clergyman to read his sermon. In the 
House of Commons any member, alvo 
•the Chancellor of the Exchequer whoa 
presenting his annual budget who speaks 
from too voluminous notes, is promptly 
called to order. Other countries, other 
manners, and one need not be long in 
either house at Washington before an 
explanation is forthcoming of the vast 
retinue of private secretaries in attend- 
ance on the members'. 

It is diagnostic of the difference of ens , -— — 

toins that in the IiritisTi House of Coin- 1 mdictment of 
nions the men who are most attentively 
listened to by the members, the men 
who have most weight in the House, are 
frequently bad speakers, men who speak 
with hesitancy and are involved in their 
utterance. It is the weight 
counsel that carries, and there is no tru- 
er word in our parliamentary dictionary 
than the "fatal" fluency of speech. 

Tlie essential life of congres-< is in the 
committee room, on the hotel lobby set- 
tee, at the private dinner party or in the 
club smoking room. There political 
"deals" are executed as at a horse fair 
or in a commercial exchange. Iteprosen- 
tative A. will support Representative 
B.'s demand for an appropriation of ¥50,- 
•<X)f> for the improvement of transport 
facilities on the local mud bank, toinpor- 
.-.arily elevated to the dignity Of a river, 



if Representative B. will in turn assist 
Representative A. to the securing of $."»,- 
000,000 for the endowment of a local ex- 
position. In tlie same way Senator \V. 
will assist to the limit of 'his power the 
aspirations of Senator X.'s .State to pos- 
sess lobster hatcheries if Senator X. \\*dl 
undertake to support Senator W. when 
he comes to demand a subsidy of $0,(X)0,- 
000 for his ship-building yards and ocean 
going liners. And so there is going on a 
constant give mid take, so many thou- 
sands of lobsters for so many millions of 
ships, the support being the thing, not 
the sum of the people's gold used as 
ecu uters in the game. 

In Croat Britain we have an unwrit- 
ten but inviolable law, mat statesmen 
must not Hold interests that uiigut be af- 
fected by their policy or uy their mlorm- 
atioii as Jiiaisteis u'£ tne iving. So strict 
is this law that recently Air. ChamOel- 
laiuiwas severely attacked in tlie public 
press and on piattorius because certain 
members of his family — not Himself — 
held stock m a corporation which m turn 
had invested in a company that did work 
under government contracts, llis respon- 
sibility in the mutter was ot lae sugnl- 
est, Ins capacity to inllueuce the business 
of either company was uot adduced, and 
yet the matter came very near being u 
public scandal. Hero it were uot worth 
a man's while entering the Senate had 
he no financial interests to conserve. 
-Many of the most iullueutial of its mem- 
bers control vast interests, and control 
them ah the better that they have their 
baud on the legislative tiller. Whether 
they steer the ship ot state all tlie 
struighter in these circumstances is a 
matter that tlie country is slowly awak- 
ing to discuss. 

Another anomaly of United States par- 
liamentary procedure in the paitisan na- 
ture ot tae Speakership. Before. seeing 
the political machine in actual working 
order 1 had marvelled over tlie tales of 
weeks spent in electing a Speaker. W ith 
us the election of Speaker demands 
about an hour of the House of Commons' 
limo on the first day of the new parlia- 
ment, but from thii moment of his elec- 
tion the Speaker is a man without a 
party, impartial, just as a judge. 

At present a House in which the Con- 
servatives immensely preponderate is 
presided ever by a Liberal Speaker, as 
in the last Parliament, but no Conserva- 
tive has 'ever dreamed of impugning tin; 
impartiality of Mr. Speaker Gully. Ihc 
other day an administrative measure 
came back to the Senate from the lonfer- 
ence committee. Certain uu.iuth j: zed 
amendments had been mule in the lull 
by the committee, but rather lhau i >sk 
its passage into law a l-illoiiMM attempt 
was inane, With the pru'Ji'jg oilier' 's 
co-operation, to hustle it through the 
Senate. In the House of Commons, w.tll 
a speaker who is in himself the Lrustee 
of the sacred rights of all members, tne 
guardian of the House's privileges ind 
the champion of its right of free debate, 
such a course would be impossible. 

The most striking, difference, however, 
between the United States Congress and 
the British l'arliameiit consists in the 
absence from both houses of the di- 
rect representatives o'„" the government. 
To the stranger it is regrettable that 
treaties which have been successfully ne- 
gotiated between the Secretary of State 
and the accredited representative of a 
foreign government should have to go 
before the Senate subsequently for rati- 
fication. Then arise such awkward inci- 
dents as the referring of the Nicaragua 
Canal treaty to a government that had 
considered it a completed instrument, and 
the subsequent deterioration of United 
States credit in foreign chancelleries. 
The reputation of Fuaica fides is more 
easeily gained than shaken off, and it 
never benefits the nation to which it is 
attached. The United States is rapidly 
yet all unconsciously, building up for it- 
self such a reputation ia Europe. In a 
committee room of the Senate lie 20 or 
30 negotiated treaties awaiting ratifica- 
tion. Bach one of those is an item in tlie 
the United States good 
faith as understood abroad. 

And it might all so easily be averted. 
Were the members of tlie Cabinet, in 
this particular instance the Secretary of 
State, free to take their places on the 
of their lloor of the House, to explain their ad- 
ministrative measures or to argue the 
provisions of a treaty, there would be no 
public humiliation of a Minister at the 
hands of the Senate, as now so frequent- 
ly occur. But the Senate is a conserva- 
tive body, jealous of its powers and tra- 
ditionally in opposition to the White 
Honse executive. The house divided 
against itself cannot stand, and hence 
those unfortunate incidents that in any 
other country would be public scandals 
or lead to the resignation of a Ministry. 

In any other country such amendment 
of the constitution would take place as

After ail, to British eyes, !t is a poor 
thing to see two houses uu.ru Uoisesuoe 
congregations of legislators, Iormiess, 
wituout apparent leauers, lacking Uotti 
government and an opposition, it is true 
the .Republican party tor the most part 
sit to tne left and tne Democratic party 
to the right of tae Speaker, but in bota 
houses there are no more Republicans 
than Democrats, and so one uuds tne 
members of the majority iudnferently on 
left or right. The consequent eticct up- 
on party discipline is bad. 

The other day 1 heard a representative 
deliver such a rating to the leader of 
his party, .Sir. Richardson, from Tennes- 
see, as would be iui[>ossible -in any prop- 
erly constituted iiiuropean assembly 
But nobody moved a muscle, nobody saw 
anything abnormal in the occurrence. 
The Democrats were proverbially nick- 
ing in discipline, and there the matter 
elided. But to me it seemed the Republi- 
can leaders in the House of Representa- 
tives hud little more hold ou their follow- 
ers than the Democrats. 

I saw a vote in the House the other 
day on an important measure and was 
astonished at the informality of it all. No 
division bells were rung, so far as t 
could distinguish; no attempt was mad.! 
to clear the lloor of its litter of messen- 
gers and secretaries, the doors swung 
freely open all the lime, members came 
and went, and the opportunities for im- 
personation were endless. The vote was 
taken by roll cull, ami apparently, the 
man with a name commencing witn \V 
or V had ten minutes more in which to 
record his vote than the unfortunate 
member whose initial letter was A or H. 
Our system of division lobbies may lie 
cumbersome, but it is effective and a 
sure preventive of fraud. Moreover, it 
takes no longer than the irritating roll 
call, with its manifold chances of mis- 
take. 

The chamber is merely the arena in 
which orators and faddists disport them- 
selves for the edification of the report- 
ers and tlie excursionists in the galleries. 
The serious men of politics aro in the 
lobbies, their committee rooms or in their 
own houses. 

And so I hnd that most that meets' 
the eye is unimportant in American pol- 
itics, and 1 begin to understand why 
none of the leading newspapers pub- 
lish verbatim, reports of the speeches, 
and why the gossip of a curtained smok- 
ing room is of greater importance than 
a whole day's report of utterances in 
the Senate or House of Representatives.

Commission of Practical Far- 
mers to Investigate: and 
Report. 



•Tohn Oliver, M. P. P. for Delta, holds 
pronounced views on the dyking ques- 
tion, to which lie has given much at- 
tention, as one of the most important 
effecting his constituents. Mr. Oliver is 
convinced that many grave mistakes 
have been made in tho past in the ini- 
tiation of tlykntg schemes In localities 
where the population did not warrant 
the large expenditure incurred, and that 
a good deal of money lias been ill-spent 
through the bungling methods of incom- 
petent engineers. He is not inclined to 
blame the government for all that has 
not been accomplished, for the different 
administrations had been forced to take 
action by popular demands, often invit- 
ed by a few interested individuals, who 
played successfully on the people's fan- 
cy to carry out schemes for their per- 
sonal advantage. 

Tlie present condition of the dyking 
question is a serious one, which, accord- 
ing to Mr. Oliver, calls for immediate 
and radical measured to protect both 
the province and the settlers on the re- 
claimed landH from serious lo^s. It is a 
difficult matter to deal with, and the 
longer it is allowed to drift along, the 
move will it become complicated and 
ics.-, easy of satisfactory adjustment. 

.Mr. Oliver thinks tho government 
should "take the bull by the horns" and 
bring the question to an issue without 
further delay. He suggests that the best 
way to do this is to appoint a commis- 
sion of practical fanners, men who un- 
derstand the nature and capabilities of 
reciuimcd lands, and who can put a fair 
mi. nation upon every acre. Give this 
rommlssion power to thoroughly exam- 
ine and report on all the lauds that have 
been reclaimed by dyking, and put a 
fair upset price on each parcel. Then 
the government would be in a position to 
judge just where the province stands in 
respect of protit or loss, aa a result of 
the dyking works, and it should pro- 
ceed to put the lands on the market and 
dispose of them lo the best advantage 
to bona lido settlers. The loan com- 
panies, which are largely interested, 
nould, Mr. Oliver thinks, cheerfully co- 
operate with the government ia such a 
scheme, which, if successfully carried 
out, would secure the best results for 
all parties concerned.

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Ottawa, Feb. Si— Although the House 
of Commons lias not sat for very many 
hours in any one day during the present 
session, business has nevertheless been, 
rushed along at a rate which has prob- 
ably no precedent in the history of the 
parliament of Canada. Everybody seems 
anxious to get through as soon as pos- 
sible, and both sides are cordially co- 
operating for this laudable object. A 
number of the members have given no- 
tice of motions which will enable them 
to air their particular views but even 
in tbis they have been very considerate. 
Such notices are not numerous as com- 
pared with formed sessions, uud those 
which have already come up have not 
been discussed with nay heat or at any 
great length. The first evening spent on 
the estimates was last Tuesday, and tut! 
items were rushed through so fast that 
the deputy speaker hardly had time to 
read them. Fifty-eight items in al! were 
passed within a little less than two 
hours. Most of these, of course, wore 
of a non-contentious character, but soma 
of them were such as might easily line 
given rise to a good deal of disj.i**oM 
had tlie opposition been ia that mood. 
In every instance, however, the brief •>.- 
planations offered by tiio miuiste 'i of 
the crown were iicco;)'-:! without ques- 
tij and several times tviieu in formal ion 
asked for was not imni-i'ilutelv available, 
the items were tak;u on trust and al- 
lowed to go through. "When the House 
assembled on the lith ■)£ j.<\ibrlliiry it wr.s 
expected that tile session would be short, 
and the early part of May was predicted 
as the time for prorogation. There is, 
however, so little legislation to be con- 
sidered, and such a general disprisiEon 
to have no delay, that there is now a 
possibility that members will find them- 
selves at home again by Easter. 

Mr. W: l'\ Mac-lean used up one dfljr 
of the week in the discussion of ins 
favorite idea of government ownership 
of railways. He brought it Up in a 
motion, which declared in effect that 
the management of Die Intercolonial rail- 
way should be freed from political m- 
llucneo; but he utilized the opportunity 
to discuss the, railway problem in all its 
phases. It would lie n poor compliment 
to Mr. Maclean to hint that his speech 
embodied Ids full knowledge of the sub- 
ject. The whole discussion was rather 
a disappointment, as it did not at any 
time rise to an especially high level. It 
was made remnrkabie chieiiy by Mr. 
Blair's candid, though somewhat cynical; 
declaration that railways controlled by 
the government could not be managed 
without political interference. Mr. Mac- 
lean is being criticized in a good-natured 
way by his friends, who are pointing 
out to him that he missed an excellent 
opportunity to divide the House. His 
resolution was of a character which 
would have secured the votes of many 
on the Liberal side of flic House, and 
as the motion was opposed by Mr. Blair, 
it would have been technically a vote of 
confidence or otherwise in the govern- 
ment. A great many bets were made 
at the last election which are still await- 
ing the first division in the House, ill 
order to decide what is the government's 
majority. A vote on this particular 
question would have cut the inajoijty 
down very probably to such a figure as 
would have enabled the Conservative 
bettors to win their money. Mr. Mac- 
lean did not see his opportunity until it 
was too late. - .,, 

A question nsked in the liouse the 
01 hw day drew from Solicitor-General 
Fitzpatrick a statement as to the opera- 



tion of the ticket-of-leave system which 
was established in Canada about two 
years ago. Under this system the Min- 
ister of Justice has power to release 
convicts from prison before the expira- 
tion of their sentences, but they remain 
liable to be re-arrested and compelled to 
serve the rest of their term if their con- 
duct proves unsatisfactory. The num- 
ber liberated in this way since the act 
went into operation has been 207. Of 
these, so far as the department of justice 
is aware, only seven have since been re- 
arrested. This is naturally regarded as 
an excellent showing for the present law, 
and since such an encouraging, result 
has been obtained, it is not improbable 
that the discretionary powers of the 
minister of justice in dealing with con- 
victs of all classes may soon be consid- 
rubly enlarged. 

Much unfavorable comment has been 
aroused here by the fact that the statue 
of her late Majesty Queen Victoria, 
which is intended to be set up in front 
of the parliament buildings, is being 
brought from the Old Country by way 
of Portland, Maine. There is a general 
feeling that if would have been more in 
keeping if such a statue bad been 
brought in at some Canadian port. The 
few dollars freight charges that lliny he 
saved by shipping the statue in the first 
instance to the United States should 
surely not have been n consideration 
under such circumstances. Probably it 
was a point to which nobody gave any 
consideration beforehand, but this very 
fact goes to prove that the loyalty of 
which one hears so much now-a-days is 
not a very substantial article with cer- 
tain people. 

Apparently the boasted canal system 
by which Canada .was to' have a 11-foot 
waterway from the head of the Great 
Lnkea to the Atlantic, ocean, is not in 
as good condition as the government 
have been trying to pretend. Vessel 
men all last season kept complaining 
that when they loaded their boats on 
the assumption that ships drawing 14 
feet of water could proceed to Montreal 
without lightering, they found that this 
was not the coeq. Such eomplants were 
brushed aside; by the government with 
the explanation that the complainants 
were interested in other methods of, 
transportation and were trying to injure 
the reputation of the canals. When Mr. 
Kemp asked a question on the subject 
in the house the other day, Mr. Blair 
was obliged to confess that the cana/la 
will not float a vessel drawing 14 feet 
of water. There is 14 feet of water on 
tlic mitre sills of the locks, but boats 
drawing marc than 13& feet cannot get 
through. 

British Columbians have every reason 
to bo satisfied witli the showing which 
the province makes in the trade returns 
for tiio past year. The total exports 
for the Dominion were valued at $101,- 
81)4,723. Quebec is nominally first as an 
exporting province, but credit is wrong- 
ly given, owing to the way the trade and 
navigation returns nre made up. If the 
r.r'gin of all the products sent out of 
Canada were assigned to the province 
of production, Ontario would stand first. 
However, these are tile figures which' 
the TetUrns show:

Binder twine, a perennial subject of 
discussion, came before the house this 
week. It was brought up by Mr. Blain, 
of Peel, who is evidently thoroughly 
posted as to tfie farmers' view of the 
subject, and w!><> set forth that the bin- 
der twine made in penal institutions 
should be sold to farmers at cost. The 
matter seems To be one about which a 
great deal of unnecessary noise is made. 
To begin with, the binder twine manu- 
factured under tho auspices of the Do- 
minion and Ontario governments would 
rot nearly supply the needs of the com- 
llUiuiiy, and wuuid Hot SGrioUaly affect 
the price winch regular factories obtain 
for their output. It is notorious that 
the Ontario government have tried the 
plan of selling binder twine direct to the 
farmers at a comparatively low price 
and have found it very unsatisfactory. 
The trouble is that there is not nearly 
enough to go round and the output is 
grabbed up quickly by a few formers, 
while many others who make their ap- 
plications later cannot be supplied, As 
tlie latter applicants are frequently just 
as good friends of the administration as 
those to whom the twine is sold, the re- 
sult is to create a source of constant ir- 
ritation. It is also alleged, though with 
what truth only those of experience 
can say, that binder twine made by con- 
vict labor is not always well made. Oc- 
casionally it is irregular in thickness nnd 
liable to break, and cause a loss of time, 
which is not altogether compensated for 
by tile fact that the stuff is cheap. It 
is beginning to look as if the best solu- 
tion of tlie problem would be for the 
government to cease altogether the man- 
ufacture of hinder twine and employ 
prison labor in some other way.

The Hoard of Federated Societies met 
a deputation of the Medical Association 
lest night, in accordance with a retilleflt 
for an interview which, tlie Medical So- 
ciety hail sent, and which was consid- 
ered in committee meeting on Friday 
evening by the board.

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At this season of the year when the most 
effective work by means of spraying enii 
lu> dopo against mnny of the most trouble- 
some foes of the fruit grower, It Is wise 
to Klve serious attention to the condition 
of orchards and fruit gardens, with Hie 
view of preventing or minimizing the loss 
on tiiolr account, at the smallest possible 
outlay of time and money consistent with 
success. 

The practice of spraying fruit trees and 
plants against '•Insect pests and fungous 
diseases," has become a recognized pari 
of the regular routine of operations of tho 
progressive horticulturist, and is now on a 
very different footing to that which obtain 
ed some three or four years since; every 
succeeding season of late has added sonie- 
thlng to the common knowledge of "pests 
and diseases," and the value of spraying 
as one menus of fighting tttem, and now al- 
most every fruit grower has more or less 
experience In the use of spraying mixtures 
and spraying outfits. The gain from this 
experience has usually been determined 1 
by the amount of Interest taken In his | 
work by tho operator— whether he lias 
been careful to use proper remedies and 
methods of treatment for tho particular 
pest or disease he was fighting, using such 
at the time when his enemies were most 
vulnerable or fewest in number, and espec- 
ially In doing thorough, honest work, or 
whether he was Just spraying on what may 
be called general principles, as being the 
correct thing to do, without taking much 
thought about the matter, has decided 
this question. In the latter case, and 
there are many of the kind, the spraying 
done has been, ns might well be expected, 
more or less of a failure and disappointing 
In results. On the other hand, to the care- 
ful, observant man, who has sprayed In 
time and season, who has been particular 
never by inattention on his part, to ler 
pests or diseases get ahead beyond control, 
and so destroy the effect of bis labors, no 
disappointment of this nature has conic, 
and he U generally well satisfied with the 
results obtained. Fortunately, Knstanc&a 
of the latter kind are now fairly plentiful, 
and a noticeable remark often made by 
such men in tlds connection has been ro 
this effect: "Yes. I am glad to report Hint 
the spraying I did, has greatly Improved 
the health and appearance of my fruit 
trees, and the fruit as well. I am going to 
give more attention to my trees and hope 
to do still better next season, r am con- 
vinced of the value of spraying, anil do 
not grudge the expense or time taken In 
doing It, because It has paid well for it." 

This Is really the crux of the question 
with the majority of fruit growers. It Is 
a matter of dollars nnd cents, until the 
Important question as to whether spraying 
"paid or not ' hod been decided In the af- 
firmative, a genera] adoption of It as part 
of the regular routine of work, could bard- 
ly be expected. 

.It Is not proposed In this article to give 
an extended account of the various Insect 
pests or diseases, commonly occurring, 
more or less, every season. This Informa- 
tion can be had In the form of a bulletin, 
on application to the Department of Agri- 
culture, but attention is called to the value 
of winter spraying, and partlcuarly of the 
No. 1 spray, the formula for which, taken 
form the Bulletin referred to, Is ns fol- 
lows: 

No. 1. — AVIntcr spray for woolly aphis, 
scale Insects, and pear leaf blister mite; 
the Ingredients of which are ns follows: 



no spraying which can be done during tho 
season of plant growtli will make up for 
neglect or Its use. because then, only such 
sprays can be used as are comparatively 
mild In effect, nnd not Injurious to foli- 
age. ObJectlonswhlchntiTC been made to 
the No. 1 Spray on account of trouble in 
applying it. will disappear. If the mixture 
Is kept well stirred while spraying Is done, 
nnd a nozzle fitted to tuo spraying outfit, 
suitable for thick mixtures. Care should 
be taken, as well, to have the mixture 
sralned . from pieces of lime or sulphur too 
large to go through the nozzle 

When fungous diseases only have to lie 
dealt with. I lie most efficient spraying 
mixture Is Bordeaux Mixture, of double 
strength. 

Sulphate of copper fblnestone .... I lbs. 

Fresh unslncked lime 1 lbs. 

Water BO gals. 

In a barrel place gallons of water. 
Weigh out s pounds of sulphate of popper; 
then tie the same In a coarse gunny sack 
and suspend It Just beneath the surface of 
the water. By tying the bag to a stick 
laid across the top of flu. barrel, no fur- 
ther attention will be required. 

In another vessel place the S pounds of 
lime, using cure in order to obtain a very 
smooth paste free from grit and small 
lumps. To accomplish this It Is best to 
add only a small quantity of water at 
first, say two or three pints. When the 
lime begins to crumble and the water dis- 
appears, add more water gradually. 

If added carefully and slowly a smooth 
paste will be obtained, provided the lime 
Is of good quality. Then add sufficient to 
bring the whole up to 25 gallons. 

When the copper sulphate Is entirely 
dissolved and the lime cool, pour the lime 
milk and copper sulphate slowly together 
in a barrel, and stir well with a broad 
wooden paddle to ensure perfect freedom 
from lumps of lime; It is often necessary 
to pass the whole mixture through a fine 
wire sieve or strainer before commencing 
to snray. 



British possessions. And If not averse to 
doing so upon a limited scale, and to a 
certain colony, probably by the n!d of di- 
plomacy and statesmanship a further step 
in that direction might be taken. 

The proposal now under discussion Is 
that tho Canadian High Commissioner and 
Colonial Agents General, more Immediate- 
ly Interested, or likely to have an Interest 
in emigration from Croat Britain to their 
respective colonies be consulted as to the 
probability of their uniting to work for or 
recommend a general scheme to their re- 
spective governments. After a conference 
between them and It full discussion of the 
question, It will be needless to continue 
negotiations with respect to the colonies 
whose official representatives in London 
arc not In practical sympathy with 
general movement of some such charac- 
ter. At a inter date It might also be ad 
vlsable In endeavor to secure the assist- 
ance and co-operation of ex-governors of 
colonies, like the Duke of Argyle, ns these 
distinguished Englishmen never fall to 
take a deep and abiding Interest In every 
subject that has any bearing upon the 
colonies over which they once presided as 
representatives of the Crown. 

If a fair measure of earnest co-operation 
upon n general scheme can be had It would 
then be considered wise to enquire In how 
far the countenance of Mr. Chnmberlnlil as 
Colonial Secretary, and Sir Michael Hicks 
Beach, as Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
could be looked for In an understanding 
of this character. 

One further proposition Is that an ear- 
nest effort should be made to form a com- 
pany or corporation authorized to issue 
bonds or borrow money for the purpose 
of assisting deserving emigrants lo settle 
in the British colonies, the aslstance to 
be in the form of a loan at a stated rate 
of Interest, to he repaid In three or four 
annual Instalments, and that the Imperial 
and Colonial Governments unite In guar- 
anteeing the Interest on the bonds for a 
period of twenty-five years or In giving 
some other assurance which will assist In 
giving the company a financial standing. 

With two or three million pounds at 
the disposal of a properly conducted pa- 
triotic and business company, It Is thought 
not unlikely that two or three millions of 
people, directly anil Indirectly, could read- 
ily become self-supporting and prosperous 
In the colonies of the Empire within the

A good force 
pump should be used, and care must be 
taken to thoroughly cover the Infected trees 
with the mixture, which should be con- 
stantly stirred when applying. 

To ensure freedow from lumps it Is ad- 
visable to pass the mixture through a 
wire sieve or strainer. Nozzles which 
lire self-cleaning anil adjustable, such as 
the "Improved Ilenn" and"Bordeaux," are 
best adapted for distributing tills and 
other spraying mixtures which contain a 
considerable amount of solid matter.

BRITISH COLUMBIA IX LONDON. 
In the course cf a conversation with n 
member of the London Stock Exchange, 
the other tiny— or to speak with greater 
precision— shortly after the collapse of Lon- 
don-Globe, I essayed the remark tUat It 
was to me a mnrtor both regrettable and 
absurd thnt by reason of the circumstance 
that n certain speculator who Mad come n 
"cropper" by gnirbllng In the stocks of a 
Westrnllnn mine, the whole of the British 
Columbia market should be made to stirrer 
the consequences. I added that 1 could 
tinilerslnitil In a sense why Le Hoi anil Ii. 
A. C.'x should be weaker, but what reason- 
able grounds were there for the slump In 
Yinir's and other It. C. shares with which 
Mr. Whlitnker Wright had absolutely no 
connection? My friend's manner became 
paternal; he was amazed my simplicity. 
"My hoy," he said,— just previous he had 
addressed me its old chap— "If you bail lived 
In London as long as 1 have you would un- 
derstand these things better. Wright 
made th" Urltlsh Columbia market, and 
naturally " I didn't allow him to con- 
tinue. "Perhaps so," I Interrupted, "bat 
the Almighty made the 1!. C, mines and 
haven't you got any discrimination at all 
over here?" "Oh, come and have lunch," 
was the reply 1 got, ami as he feasted me 
well at an excellent restaurant off Lombp.nl 
street, where special pride Is a Utirgtindy 
of ancient vintage and <>f undeniable merit, 
I could not well reopen tie' subject. Nev- 
ertheless it Is a fact that the Globe failure 
ha-! the effect of practically paralysing a 1 ! 
Interest In I!. O. mines for the time being, 
and closed even the pretense of a mnrtet 
which had previously maintained a strug- 
gling fiisieiue. Now "hilt we have to con- 
sider Is, do we want British capital In the 
province? If so. there is only one course 
to pursue In order to secure It. We must 
convince London that we have other mines 
and resources besides the Le Hoi which Is 
virtually the only property there regarded 
as meritorious. To-day If you speak to 
even well Informed men in London of 
British Columbia. Ihey will likely as hot 
ask you If it Isn't a state somewhere in 
South America. In fact. Ignorance so far 
as this country Is concerned is colossal. 
But what Is our Agcut-Gcneral doing may 
well be nsked; and the reply Is: "As much 
as possible, with the means at his dispos- 
al." Aud that much Is so little that even 
representatives of British Columbia com- 
panies In London Itself could not tell me 
where to find the oftlce, which Is hidden 
away in a little side street In the vicinity 
of Sergeant's Inn. Frankly spenfclnjr, we 
might just as well have no London office 
for the province at all. as continue the 
present arrangements. The present appro- 
priation for this purpose Is so much money 
ammallv, If not wasted, at least ton Invlsh- 
lv expended: uulntntple it ami with the 
rWlt sort of a man In control, a London 
office would represent an Investment which 
would pay a dividend of many times cent 
per cent. " A grant of seventy-five thousand 
dollars would not be a penny too much to 
•carry out the necessary programme. I' or In-

object of the union Is not vo Increase the 
present wage scale, but rather looking to a 
menus of protection against, n constantly 
Increasing Importation of aliens to per- 
form work, which they consider should be 
done by residents of this city. With one 
exception, nil the ship owners nnd ship 
officers have expressed themselves ns favor- 
ably Inclined towards t lie new union, stat- 
ing tint t they are willing to make conces- 
sions, but in return expect similar treat- 
ment. 

The wage scale at present stnnds 30c. nn 
hour for day work, nnd 40c, for night work 
on nil Incoming steamers; on American 
steamships taking cargo for the north the 
rate Is 10 cents an hour advance. 

The union will have rooms located over 
Solomon's cigar store, where telephone 
connection will afford ship officials the 
opportunity of securing any number of 
men required without trouble.

Sir: We, the letter carriers of the city 
of Vancouver, B. C, respectfully beg leave 
to request that the present scale now paid 
us be considered and revised. 

That owing to the continued prosperity 
of the Dominion during the past six years 
the cost of living has very materially in- 
creased, and wages In all other blanches 
of labor have advanced accordingly. 

We submit, from experience, that the In- 
creased eost of rents, clothing and provis- 
ions generally, have absorbed all our earn- 
ings, thereby adding largely to the diffi- 
culty of maintaining ourselves and families 
with any degree of respectability. 

We respectfully call your attention to the 
wide difference between the pay of letter 
carriers and that of other public employees 
In this ohv, wlib" the duties performed by 
us nre much more onerous and exacting 
and make much greater demands upon our 
intelligence, honesty nnd physical endur- 
ance than that of civic employees generally. 

We also submit that we are the oniv 
elass of public servants debarred from par- 
ticipating |„ the "growing time," and we 
therefore nsk that twenty per cent he add- 
ed to present salaries so as to enable us 
to live with some degree of domestic com- 
fort. 

Therefore, your petitioners pray that you 
may be pleased to take early steps to- 
wards the granting of this, our reasouable 
request.
